“The barge swerved away from 
the piling and ‘continued down- 
stream. The boys appeared to 
become frightened, and began 
leaping into the water on the 
shore side. It appeared that all 
of them could swim, but they 
were carried by the strong cur- 
rent.”

KANSAS CITY, April 18—Only 
a fraction of the income received 
from mysterious sources’ by 
Charles Binaggio, murdered un- 
derworld figure. and politician, 
was reflected in federal income 
tax liens for $70,672 filed against 
his estate as part of the continu- 
ing investigation of a federal 
grand jury into the national crime 
syndicate which was resumed to- 
day. 

Binaggio, was learned, prob- 


ably would have been indicted for 
income tax evasion at the cur- 
rent session of the jury, which

Gargotta Liens Likely. 

Indications were today that 
federal tax liens may be filed 
against the Gargotta estate, partly 
because he was associate with Bi- 
naggio in a gambling establish- 
ment at the “Last Chance” tav- 
ern on the state line from which 
they rode to their deaths in keep- 
ing a mysterious tryst at Binag- 
gio’s downtown political head- 
quarters. 

The liens against Binaggio’s 
property, filed yesterday with the 
Jackson county recorder of deeds 
by Carl K. Connell, collector of 
internal revenue here, represent- 
ed a federal claim for taxes for 
the year’s 1945 through 1948 and 
50 per cent penalties, plus inter- 
est for unreported income. 

The liens which attached Binag- 
gio’s property and that of his 
widow, Mrs. Cecelia Binaggio, re- 
flect an actual total unreported 
income of about $75,000 for the 
four years, the Post-Dispatch 
learned. \ 

Said He Paid Tax. 

But the income which Binaggio 
reported,. it was estimated relia- 
bly, was several times larger than 
the portion levied on by the Gov- 
ernment. Binaggio told the writer 
while an undercover investigation 
/was in progress by agents of the 
‘intelligence unit of the Treasury 
Department, the “T” men feared 
by modern gangsters, that “I’ve 
nothing to worry about. As a mat- 
ter of fact, I’ve probably over- 
paid the Government.” 

To his associates he confided 
that he regarded tax payments as 
a good insurance policy against 
prosecution and _ boasted _ that

Establishment of a new inde- 
pendent municipal agency to at- 
tack the problems of slum clear- 
ance and urban re-development 
was advocated today by Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst in his address 


to the Board of Aldermen at the 
opening meeting of the 1950-51 
session of the board. 

The agency would collaborate 
'with private capital in the hous- 
‘ing and re-development field in 
‘much the same manner that the 
'St. Louis Hgusing Authority op- 
‘erates in the field of low-rent 
public housing, the Mayor told 
the board. 

At the conclusion of the May- 
or’s 50-minute address, the. board 
re-elected its officers for the new 
term and recessed to May 1, when 
it will begin consideration of the 
proposed $39,600,000 municipal 
budget for the 1950-51 fiscal year. 

Previ . board had as- 
signed to the St. Louis Housing 
Authority the duty of handling 
slum clearance and _ re-develop- 
ment projects as well as public 
low-rent housing, but the Mayor 
said that consultation with fed- 
eral officials had determined that 
a separate agency should be pro- 
vided for the slum clearance and 
re-development projects. 

Proposal to Be Made Soon. 

Stating that “St. Louis’s hous- 
‘ing needs are still critical and 
will continue to engage much of 
our attention in the new (fiscal) 
year,” the Mayor said that the 
administration would present a 
| Proposed new ordinance to the 
‘board within a few days. 

' “As you gentlemen know,” the 
Mayor said, “the immense pro- 


eral Housing Act of 1949 pro- 
‘vides for, among other things, 
| both public housing and urban re- 
development. While both are re- 
lated, the two programs have 
different objectives and  pro- 
cedures. The urban re-develop- 
ment program depends compleéte- 
ly upon local initiative and 
private capital participation.

Note Condemns 
Red ‘Attack on | 
Unarmed Plane’ 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP). 
Tezt of. the United States note ac- 
cusing Russia of firing on an un- 
armed American navgl plane over 
the Baltic Sea on April 8. 


HE Ambassador of the United 
States of America presents his 
compliments to the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs of the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics and, 
with reference to the note of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs of 
April 11, 1950, has the honor to 
state that the only American mili- 
tary aircraft which was in the air 
in the Baltic area on April 8, 
1950, was a United States Navy 
Privateer airplane which disap- 
peared on that date and no trace 
of its crew has since been found. 


The United States Navy air- 
plane carried 10 persons, It was 
wholly unarmed. It left Weisba- 
den at 10:31. a.m. Greenwich time 
for a flight over the Baltic Sea, 
and two and one-half hours later 
reported by radio crossing the 
coast line of the British zone of 
Germany. 


All American military aircraft 
operate under strict instructions 
to avoid flying over any foreign 
territory in the absence of express 
permission for such a flight from 
the appropriate foreign govern- 
ment. 


The investigation conducted by 
the United States Government has 
convinced it that the United 
States Navy airplane in question 
complied strictly with these in- 
structions, and did not fly over 
any Soviet or Soviet-occupied ter- 
ritory or territorial waters adja- 
cent thereto. 


Attack Acknowledged. 


In the Ministry’s communica- 
tion under reference, the Soviet 
Government acknowledges that 
one of its fighter aircraft fired 
upon an American plane on April 
8, 1950, at 5:30 p.m. Moscow time.

American military airplane which 
was in the air in the Baltic area 
on that date was the unarmed

MESSAGE REJECTS 
MOSCOW'S STORY 
THAT CRAFT FLEW 
AGROSS LATVIA 


State Department Spokes- 
man Also Issues Bitter 
Oral Statement Over 
Loss of 10 Americans 

_ Aboard Bomber. 


WASHINGTON, April 18 
(AP)—The United States for- 
mally charged today that Rus- 
sian fighters shot down an un- 
armed American plane over 
the open Baltic Sea. 

In a note to Russia warning 
against any repetition ‘‘under 
whatever pretext,’’ the Ameri- 
can Government demanded an 
apology, punishment of the 
Red aviators and ‘‘appropriate 
indemnity” for the loss of the 
plane and the 10 Americans 


aboard it. 

The plane in question is the 
Navy Privateer which has been 
missing in the Baltic area since 
April 8. 

The United States said its de- 
struction in violation “of the most 
elementary rules of peaceful con- 
duct between nations” is the truth 
behind Moscow’s story last week 
of an American-Russian plane 
clash over Latvia. 

No Survivors Found. 

No survivors of the Navy pa- 
trol plane have been found. A 
life raft, believed to have come 
from it, was picked up. The pock- 
ets of raft had been opened—a 
possible indication that someone 
was aboard it after it was in the 
water. 

The note to Moscow was 
couched in the customary diplo- ~ 
matic language. It used such 
+phrases as the United States “‘con- 
fidently expects ... the Soviet 
Government will express its re- 
gret.”’ 

But a statement made by a 
State Department spokesman si- 
multaheously with publication of 
the note hit at Russia’s conduct in 
the most vigorous kind of lan- 
guage. 

Michael McDermott, press offi- 
cer, lashed at Moscow’s lack of 
concern over the fate of the plane, 
at its “aggressiv: tone” and at its 
“false propaganda claims and dia- 
tribes.” 

Yagoslav Incident Recalled. 

There was no official hint as to 
what indemnity the United States

WASHINGTON, April 18—The 
Kefauver resolution for an in- 
vestigation of nation-wide crime 
and gambling syndicates, kicked 
from pillar to post since its in- 
troduction Jan. 5 ended up last 
night in a post-hole. 

After the Senate had disposed 
of the rivers and harbors bill. Ma- 
jority Lcader Scott Lucas, Illinois, 
moved that it take up next the 
bill extending aid to Europe, the 
ECA bill. 

Senator Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
of Tennessee asked ,unanimous 
consent that the Senate debate his 
resolution today and agree to vote 


on it next Wednesday at 1 p.m. 
Senator Forrest C. Donnell (Rep.), 
Missouri, designated by the Re- 
publican policy committee to lead 
the fight against the substitute 
resolution Kefauver intends to of- 
fer when its original resolution is 
called up, objected. 
Political Mixup. 

All mixed up in the Senate’s 
action last night is politics, be- 
cause the Kefauver substitute res- 
olution is the Lucas compromise 
which would exclude Donnell and 
Senator Homer Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, ‘from the investigating 
committee, and the desire of the 
Senate to quit early joday so that 
its members can see the opening 
game of the American League 
baseball season. The last was why 
Kefauver got nowhere with his 
request for debate on the crime 
investigation resolution today. 

Minority Leader 
Wherry (Rep.), Nebraska, added 
his bit to the smothering of the 
Kefauver resolution last 
when he said he would not op- 
pose the Lucas motion to take 
up the ECA bill next, but that 
he hoped after that the Senate 
would take up a conference re- 
port on ‘he basing point bill. 

Although he told the Senate 
Lucas had been most co-operative, 
dnd that his decision to take up 
the ECA bill next was made out 
of consideration of what he 
deemed most important, he added: 

“I do not think .wthe considera- 
tion 6f the (crime) resolution 
should take much time, However, 
I fear that if the resolution is not 
taken up at this time, it will be 
deferred, and later consideration 
of the conference report on the 
basing point bill will be consid- 
ered more important. 

“After that the appropriation 


bill will be considered more im-/} 


‘portant. Therefore I do not know 
when the _ resolution will be 
brought up for consideration.” 
Arguing for prompt considera- 
tion of the crime and gambling 
resolution, Kefauver said he did 
not think the Senate would re- 
quire much time to dispose of it. 
He asked if the opposition would 
indicate how much time it ex- 
pected to spend in debate.

Sestric’s order is likely to be 
tested in the courts, as have been 
previous efforts by the city, under 
the old Constitution, to tax prop- 
erties of non-profit organizations. 

In 1945, however, the Supreme 
Court ruled that the Salvation 
Army’s Evangeline Residence, 
1803 Pine street, should not be 
taxed, upholding the Salvation 
Army’s contention that the rooms 
were rented to women at rates 
lower than those charged by ho- 
tels and that the residence op- 
erated at a loss.

om UAW-CIO today did not accept the 
best pension and insurance plan that any 
large conipany in the automobile industry has 


ever offered it. : ‘a 

Chrysler Corporation today made a. final offer 
of a contract containing better pension and insur- 
ance benefits than have been granted by any major 
company in the industry, and the choice of three 
of the most generous funding plans developed by 
major companies in recent months. Its adoption, 
and an end to the stt¢ike, would have awaited only 
completion of the pending collective bargaining 
contract. The union did not accept. 


The 10-cents-per-hour package demand that the 
union makes for its own purposes has nothing to 
do with the superior benefits that the employees 
themselves would get. But evidently the union is 
more interested in its own peculiar arithmetic than 
in what the employees would get. And if the union 
says that benefits given by other companies repre- 
sent a 10 cents package, CRrysler’s offer represents 
a bigger and better package. 


In insisting on its 10-cents-per-hour package 
demand, the UAW is implying that the package 
that Chrysler has offered—the best package given 
by, any major company in the industry — is not 
worth as much as smaller packages it has already 


: f 
taken from others. In the face of superior benefits 


that individual employees get under Chrysler's 
- offer, the UAW went back to: Cents-per-hour. 


The union’s action in not accepting today’s 
proposal to-end the strike was termed by Herman 
L. Weckler, vice president and general manager of 
Chrysler Corporation, “conclusive evidence that 
Chrysler employees have been held on strike for 


months for union purposes which have nothing to’ 


do with the declared strike objectives.” 


“Chrysler’s offer not only proposes better pen-

HERE ARE THE HIGHLIGHTS 
OF THE COMPANY PROPOSAL: 


{. The choice of any of three pension 
funding plans: 


(a) The establishment of’ an actu- 
arially sound trust fund when a man 
retires similar to the funding method 
in the Bethlehem Steel plan—backed 
by $30,000,000 set aside for that 


purpose. 


(b) The funding ef future service 
credits on a level premium basis and 
the paying of interest on past service 


credits actuarially determined. This | 


method was suggested by the UAW 
itself in its early pension demands. 
It is similar to one of the funding 
methods that could be used under 


the U. S. Steel plan. 


(c) A 30-year level premium fund- 
ing plan like the Ford Motor Com- 


pany plan. 


All three of these plans have been used for 
other pension funding arrangements in the auto- 
mobile or other industries. 


2. A better insurance package than any 
other large company in the autgmobile 
industry. This includes liberal perma- 
nent and total disgbility arrangements, 
sickness and accident insurance, life in- 
surance, and extended life insurance 
after ‘retirement, and company contri- 
bution toward the cost of hospital and 
medical-surgical coverage for employees. 


3. A joint board of company and union 
representatives with an impartial um- 
pire to make final decisions under the 
contract as to eligibility of employees to 
recetve pensions and to handle other mat- 
ters of this sort. 


4, Past service to be credited to em- 
ployees for all years worked with the 
company unless interrupted for more 
than two years at one time. 


5. Future ‘service to be credited on the 
basis of a full year for any year in which 
1700 or more hours are worked, and 
with less than 1700 hours of work in one 
year to be credited proportionately. 


6. $100 a month pension payments, in- 
cluding social security, for employees at 
age 65 with 25 years of credited service; 
proportionate pension payments for em- 
ployees at age 65 with 10-24 years of serv- 
ice; and lesser pension payments for em- 
ployees with 25 years of credited service 
who are 60-64 years of age and who re- 
tire before 65 with company consent. 


1, Provisions for employees not desir- 
ing to retire at age 65 to work to age 
68 if they choose and after age 68 with 
company consent. During a 20-month 
adjustment period, no employee would 
be required to retire on account of his 


age.

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“In failing to accept Chrysler’s proposals to end 
the strike the union gives clear proof that it has 
other purposes, political or otherwise, in keeping 
the Chrysler strike going,” Mr. Weckler went on 
to say. 


“It is not demands for pensions or an actu- 
arially sound funding plan or for insurance benefits 


' equal to or better than elsewhere that are keeping 


Chrysler employees out on strike. These demands 
have been met. ' 


“Every proposal Chrysler has made since a week 
before the strike has assured men who retire that 
they would get pensions for life equal to the pat- 


- tern established in the automobile industry. 


“At that early stage back in January, Chrysler 
also clearly indicated its willingness to discuss in- 
surance and other benefits that the union de- 
manded. 


“But the UAW could not wait. It evidently 
needed the Chrysler strike to fortify its demands 
across town. It could have kept on negotiating 
with Chrysler and given the company an oppor- 
tunity to develop its proposals. This it refused to do. 


“On January 25 the union negotiators walked 
out of the conferences and called the strike. 


“When the UAW lost across town on its 
cents-per-hour demand and its demand for joint 
control of pension funds, there was no longer even 
that excuse for keeping Chrysler people on strike 
—unless the union wished to continue to use the 
Chrysler strike to help it elsewhere—or for some 
other purposes. 


“Whether those other purposes are political or 
not, we do not know. It is common knowledge 
that the union has been assessing each of its work- 
ing members $1.00 4 week for the last ten weeks. 
These assessments probably total more than 
$7,000,000 and published accounts of expendi- 
tures indicate strike outlays of less than $2,000,000 
so far, 


“It is too bad that Chrysler employees are kept 
on strike in the face of the company’s repeatedly 
demonstrated willingness to do for them what is _ 
fair and reasonable and actuarially, sound in pen- 
sions and other benefits. 


“One fact seems unmistakably clear. This strike 
cannot be for sound pension and insurance bene- 
fits. Those are on the table.”

I am in sympathy with many of the 
landlords because I believe that a 
great many of them are entitled to 
better tenants, rent increases, etc. AS 
a tenant I would be more than willing 
to pay a 10 or 15 per cent increase in 
rent, but actually about 99 per cent of 
the landlords are out for bigger game 
than that.

Vacant house or apartment because 
they do not believe they are receiving 
enough rent.

The Only Protection 


In announcing a five-year plan for doubling 
the number of. organized reservists who are 
paid for drilling, the Army declares its aim is 
to have 25 full divisions ready for emergency 
action. That would mean 367,000 reservists 
eligible for one paid drill night per week plus 
two weeks of summer training camp. In addi- 
tion, there would be 625,000 reservists who 
would be eligible for only a two weeks calp. 

A military commentator, George Fielding 
Eliot, wrote in his column in the Post-Dispatch: 
“We ought to stop kidding ourselves. As far 
as ground troops are -concerned, there is no 
such thing, as organized reservé units—or Na- 
tional Guard units either—which are ready, for 
‘quick combat duty.’ Under our present system 
there can’t be.” 

Eliot explained that this short period of 
training was inadequate and that the cjizen 
soldier could not spare more time even if the 
training period were increased. He conceded 
that the citizen soldiers did provide a valuable 
framework for mobilization. 

What Eliot wrote is the truth. Indeed, he 
was only echoing what Hanson W. Baldwin 
wrote in 1948 in. his book, “The Price of 
Power.” Baldwin said: “Long-term application— 
and interested, not compelled, application—is 
essential to master the problems of modefn 
military tactics and to build up that basic doc- 
trine of military knowledge and know-how 
which none but the keen, intelligent professional 
can develop. The National Guard and other 
part-time citilian components cannot possibly 
develop this competence on a part-time basis; 
they cannot possibly be ready for effective com- 
bat action on Mobilization Day.” : 

This nation does not want to become either 
a garrison state or a bankrupt state. Yet it must 
be sufficiently prepared to keep any dictator 
from thinking he could easily win a war of 
aggression. The civilian soldier is a major factor 
in attaining this balance. But there is danger 
if the impression is created that a reserve of 
civilian soldiers can supplant the readiness 
this nation needs for any possible M-Day. 

That potential lies in the Air Force, the Army 
and the Navy—and well-armed allies. There is 
no other protection. 
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Skirmish ? 

President Truman has vetoed the Kerr gas 
bill and natural gas consumers are safe from 
exorbitant rate increases for a while; but Sen- 
ator Kerr, naturally, is not satisfied. “This~ is 
just. a skirmish,” he says. _ 

The first such skirmish was the Moore-Rizicy 
bill which would have allowed far higher prices 
in the gas utility business. It failed in 1948. 
Then the oil and gas lobby tock out after 
Leland Olds of the Federal Power Commission. 
He urged strict regulation and it cost him his 
job in 1949. Finally the Kerr gas grab narroyly 
got through both houses of Congress, and was 
stopped by the President in 1950. 

Skirmish is right. Men like Senator Kerr, 
who has considerable personal interest in gas 
and oil, can be counted on to keep fighting 
for their special interest. The consuming public, 
the FPC andmembers of Congress like Senator 
Douglas of Illinois will have to stay close to 
the firing line. 
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Bomb at Eleventh and Locust 

The bombing at Miss Hulling’s Cafeteria was 
a vicious act. Fortunately no one was injured 
but many people might have been hurt or killed. 
Last fall rocks were thrown through the plate 
glass front and before that shots were fired into 
the home of the proprietress. This cafeteria has 
been under continuous picketing for montis. 
That should be enough to notify customers tha 
the union believes it has a grievance against the 
cafeteria management. The bombers have not 
been arrested, so responsibility cannot yet be 
fixed. We hope the police will catch them and 


make them pay promptly for their crime.

Who Needs Investigating 

Is Washington’s China lobby never to receive 
the thorough public airing it has so richly 
earned? 

It would dupe Americans into believing that 
the United States, not Chiang Kai-shek, aban- 
doned China to the Communists. It would have 
Americans believe that Communists in the State 
Department engineered the Chinese debacle. 
It supplies petty vote-seekers with false propa- 
ganda with which to sow doubt and discord and 
hinder American foreign policy the world over. 

To do so, the China lobby has been attempt- 
ing to bury the record under tons of invective 
and calumny. It would have Americans forget 
the two billion dollars which were poured 
through Chiang’s sieve, in large part for the 
benefit of the Communists. It would have 
Americans forget the criticisms of Chiang from 
persons as distinguished as Gen. Marshall. It 
would have Americans forget that in General 
Marshall's opinion, we may have supported 
Chiang too long, instead of not long enough. 

Who are these people who are doing their 
best to wreak havoc on Capitol Hill?

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The Slaughter Case and Lobhy Law 


Because of the political innuendos which sur- 


‘rounded the case, it is just as well that former 


Representative Roger C. Slaughter was acquitted 
in short order of the charge of havirfg violated 
the lobbyists registration law. The fact that 
President Truman had personally marked him 
for “purging” led more or less inevitably to 
talk of persecution by the Administration. In 
that sense, the case was unfortunate, and it 
might have led to continuing retrimination. 

Mr. S'aughter conceded some of the prosecu- 
tion’s major points. It was shown that he had 
not registered, and that he had received a 
$7500 fee from the North American’ Grain 
Association. But he argued that this did not 
constitute a violation of the law. And he was 
upheld .by Judge Alexander Holtzoff. 

Mr. Slaughter conténded that he appeared for 
his client only before congressional committees. 
His contract provided, he said, that he was to 
make no personal contacts with Congressmen. 

Whether such arrangements should be forbid- 
den is for Congress to decide when it reviews 
the anti-lobbying law, a law which certainly 
needs re-study. 


The registration law has shown more clearly- 


than ever that Washington is over-run by gen- 
erously paid lobbyists. Yet Mr. Slaughter is 


the only person so far brought into court. Are 
all the other hundreds of special pleaders com- 
pletely beyond suspicion? Have they spent their 
reported millions in fees and: expense money 
with the utmost propriety? 

Quite aside from the Slaughter case, is the 
anti-lobbying law doing what is expected of 
it? Or is it a mere nuisance to those in the 
business of shaping governmental action for 
private ends? ‘4 
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Why So Slow?

In Kansas City, a federal ‘grand jury has 
resumed its inguiry into national crime syndi- 
cates.

In the Capitol, the Senate Democratic lead- 
ership still has produced no action 6n the 
Kefauver resolution for a search into interstate 
crime. Senator Capehart wants a subcommittee 
to hire a private investigator in the Binaggio 
case, and if there is much more delay on the 
Kefauver proposal, the result may be a Senate 
investigation in duplicate. 

At the White House, President Truman has 
failed to order the FBI into the Binaggio affair. 
Attorney General McGrath has done nothing to 
help clear up the murders, either. 

The inaction is pgintless in all three places. 

Binaggio was under subpena to the same 
grand jury which- apparently is. not certain 
whether it is interested in his sudden death. 

Binaggio was a representative of the Capone 
syndicate, which ought to be Exhibit A either 
for thé grand jury or for any Senate inquiry 
into interstate crime. 

Binaggio was a local boss of the President’s 
own party, and that partp will suffer from 
damaging suspicions about Binaggio in politics 
and Binaggio in crime. 

What a picture! It is as puzzling’ as the 
Justice Department’s failure to track down the 
Kansas City ballot frauds and theft of evidence 
of those frauds. Next month the ballot case 
may become ancient history because of the 
statute of limitations. 

But the murder of Charles Binaggio, whose 
political domain was the heart of the ballot 
frauds, will never be closed until it is solved. 
Until then the Government’s hesitancy to act 
will be a source of public misgiving. 
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Practically Perfect Weapon 

Thoughtful citizens who have been ruminating 
over the hard question of whether America’s 
high military brass would be able to wade 
through the papers on their desks in time to win 
any future war can breathe more easily. The Air 
Ferce is getting a flying start. 

It is sending its officers off to schoo] to 
learn how to read more rapidly. This should 
have several far-reaching strategic and tactical 
results. 

It will give fly-boys the best preparation pos- 
sible for the battle of the Pentagon. It will 
spread havoc and consternation in the Navy, 
whose admirals now are running a grave risk 
of being swamped by reams of flying papers. 
It may even enable the Air Force to keep up 
with reports of flying saucers. 

In fact, it is very close to being the perfect 
weapon. But somebody .no doubt will come up 
with a defense. Some saboteur will find a way 
to make 16 copies of everything, instead of 
only eight.

The “‘Last Loophole” 


The Supreme Court has given, support to a 
dangerous principle, we think, in upholding 
Georgia's county unit primary law. 

If the county unit system is legal, as the 
Supreme Court now says it is, then voters may 
legally be disfranchised because they live in a 
city instead of in the country. Not all of them, 
but most of them—in Georgia, at the extreme, 
39 out of 40. 

We agree with Justice Douglas’ assertion in 
dissent that the Georgia county unit system 
has been truly called “the last loophole around 
our decisions holding that there must be no 
discrimination ...in-.primary as well as in gen- 
eral elections.” 

The system works this way: An arbitrary 
number of unit votes is allowed to each county: 
two for the smallest, six for the largest, four 
for those in-between. It is the majority of these 
unit votes that determines who has won the 
primary. Georgia’s largest county, with 122,000 


* voters, is allowed six unit votes, or one for 


every 20,000. — 7 

The smallest county, with 1000 voters, is 
allowed two unit votes, or one for every 
500. Every voter in the smallest county has 40 
times as much voting strength in the unit vote 
as every voter in the largest county. In effect 
it is the same as if all the rural voters’ votes 
were counted and only one in 40 city voters’ 
votes were counted. 

How can the seven Justices of the Supreme 
Court say that this disparity arises from “a 
state’s geographical distribution of electoral 
strength among its political subdivisions”? It 
is not a “distribution” that is involved, but a 
suppression, As it works out in Georgia, it is 
a suppression of a majority by a minority. A 
minority of the voters always have the power 
to carry the primaries—which in one-party 
Georgia means carrying the general election too. 

That is not the democratic manner of decision. 
The Post-Dispatch prefers to believe steadfastly 
that the county unit system in Georgia and all 
other devices which rig the free ballot will 
eventually be banished. 
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Dictation by Majority? 

A novel view of life in a free country has 
been presented to the National Association of 
Broadcasters by C. L. Thomas, president of 
Transit Radio, Inc. The St. Louis radio man 
said that “minority groups” which + complain 
about the nuisance of radio in streetcars and 
busses must bow to the will of the majority. 

By the same logic, everybody would have to 
eat oatmeal fér breakfast if the majority de- 
cided that oatmeal was the ideal breakfast food. 

The pipe-smoking minority would have to 
take up cigarettes if a pollster could show that 
the majority favored cigarettes. 

Manhattans,. old-fashions,. side-cars and_ just 
straight bourbon would be out if the majority 
voted for martinis. ) 

Mr. Thomas looks askance at ‘minorities. 
Where,” he asks, “would this nation be today 
if minor groups had stopped the wheels of 
progress?” Did he mean to say “profits,” rather 
than “progress”?

Sit still, you’re being counted. 

That knock at the door isn’t the Fuller 
Brush man.. It’s probably one of the 140,- 
000 “reporters” out covering the biggest 
home-front story of the day—the real ‘‘in- 
side story” of America. 


It’s the personal “life story” of some 
151,000,000 Americans, and there’s nothing 
dull about it. The 1950 census is more 
than just a sum in addition. How and 
where Americans live today is going to 
make exciting reading. A lot of things 
depend upon it. The make-up of Congress, 
for instance. Future legislation, for an- 
other. The future development of business 
and industry—jobs. 


The number of Representatives in Con- 
gress allotted to each state is based oh pop- 
ulation. There’ll be some changes made 
when the new census figures are in. West- 
ern states have grown enormously in pop- 
ulation in the past 10 years. They will be 
entitled to larger representation in the na- 
tional legislature. | 

The cougtry as a wnote has grown. There 
are estimated to be some 19,000,000 more 
Americans today than there were when the 
last population census was taken in 1940— 
the largest population increase in any dec- 
ade in American history. 


Plans for a Big Nation * 

The very fact itself will necessitate a 
letting out of the seams—bigger plans for 
a bigger nation. Just how much and where 
will be indicated to some extent in the ad- 
ditional data which census takers are col- 
lecting on employment and housing. 


It has been estimated that there are 
some 45,000,000 dwelling units in the na- 
tion today, compared to 38,000,000 in 1940. 
New housing legislation will undoubtedly 
be influenced by the census figures on how 
America lives and*where. ‘ 

Future job opportunities will, in all 
probability, develop out of the census. 
Business men and industrialists, looking 
for likely markets for new products and 
promising locations for new industries, will 
be guided by census figures. 

The new census may not prove that “ev- 
eryone works but father,” but it will show 


_who does work in the modern family—and 


there may be some surprises. Working 
wives are expetted to outnumber single 


working women. Economists see this as a 
significant sign of the times—higher stand- 
ards of living and higher costs which re- 
quire the combined envelopes of husband 
and wife. 

More pension talk is certain to be gen- 
erated out of the census statistics. The 
proportion of older persons in the popula- 
tion is far larger than it used to be. , 


More people live in cities; fewer people 
live on farms. That is a modern popula- 
tion trend which gives serious meaning to 
an old question: “How are you going to 


_keep ‘em down on the farm” after they’ve 


got a taste of city life and city wages? 


One remarkable thing about this census 
{is the short time it’s going to take to 
count off 151,000,000 or more people. Two 
weeks is expected to do the job in the ur- 
ban areas where population is concentrat- 
ed and easy to get at. It will take a bit 
longer—about four weeks—in the rural 
sections. 


Final Figures Next Year 


Complete figures, state by state, will not 
be ready for presentation to the President 
until Dec. 1—too late to have any effect 
on the November elections. President Tru- 
man will transmit the information to Con- 
gress during the first week of the Eighty- 
second session, in January 1951. 


States acquiring additional legislators 
may not elect them, under the law, until 
the next regular election, in November 
1952. 

Proof that census figures are statistics 
with a punch are the 3000 letters of in- 
quiry a week which come to the Census 
Bureau, in addition to hundreds of tele- 
phone calls. Census figures are used in 
world almanacs, encyclopedias, by national 
advertising agencies, manufacturers, trade 
associations, federal agencies, libraries, stu- 
dents and teachers. In fact, the Census Bu- 
reau considers itself a “wholesaler” of sta- 
tistics. 

Census taking of one kind or another 
goes on almost all the time. A business 
and manufacturing census fs taken every 
five years, in years ending in 4 and 9. An 
agricultural census is taken in years end- 
ing in 5. 

And who says it’s dull stuff? 


FDIC a Complete Success 


From the Des Moines Register 


In the dark days nf 1933, a new alphabet 
agency of the Federal Government was 
added to the dozens blooming in the first 
spring of the New Deal in Washington. 
This particular one—embodied in legisla- 
tion sponsored by Michigan’s Republican 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg—was FDIC 
(for Federal Deposit Insurance Corp.). 

The idea made sense to men and women 
who had seen bank doors locked and their 
savings dwindle to nothing a few months 
before. Under FDIC, the Government 
guaranteed every depositor’s account up 
to $5000. 

Confidence returned to the nation, and 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. con- 


‘tinued to reinforce the integrity of bank- 
- ing and savings institutions. 


Its record 
is a cheering Government success story 
and a happy note of national prosperity. , 

Every cent of the 289 million dollars 
advanced by the Treasury to start FDIC 


has been repaid. Last year it operated 
at a profit of $138,091,786, giving it a 
surplus, or reserve fund, of $1.203,942,687. 

The new Senate bill, which the House is 
expected to approve, would extend the 
coverage on individual bank deposits from 
$5000 to $10,000 and, at the same time, 
cut the insurance premium—paid by the 
banks—by about one half. 

The $5000 guarantee covered about 96 
per cent of all bank accounts. The in- 
creased protection will bring the coverage 
up to 98.4 per cent of. al deposits. 

The FDIC cannot prevent bank failures. 
There have been from one to four a year 
since 1933. But every depositor has been 
paid in full up to the first $5000 of his 
account. In 1948 this amounted to only 
$400,000.

Violence in the Jungle 


THE SHORT CUT, by Ennio Flaiano. (Pellegrini and 

Cudahy, New York, 302 pgs., $3.) 

Looking for a short cut, a young offi- 
cer loses his way in the danger-fraught 
intricacies of the African jungle. A story 
of love and violence, of mental and physi- 
cal ordeals follows his meeting Mariam, 
the beautiful native girl bathing in a pool 
of the forest. The officer accidentally 
wounds Mariam; he cannot stand her 
lament, and despairing of forthcoming 
medical help, he deliberately finishes her. 
Haunted with her memory, he becomes » 
prey to the fascination of mysterious 
Africa and loses his mental balance with 
its traditional sets of values and propor- 
tion. He imagines’ he has contracted a 
terrifying disease which will be magically: ° 
cured by returning to his native land. In 
a desperate effort to reach it and to es- 
cape from the entrapments existing only 
in his own fantasy, he murders an officer 
and attempts to kill others who might 
stand in his way. It is a native, the father | 
of Mariam, who fi- | 
nally frees him from 
the sore which in his © 
ailing mind was the 
first symptom of the 
disease. He then 
finds his way through 
the short cut, and re-:- 
covers health and.. 
mental freedom, 
while a friend ab- 
solves him of his - 
real and imaginary 
crimes, 

It is the sort of a 
book which each 
reader will construe 
3 according to his per- 
sonal life experience and intellectual pro- 
pensity. The fantasy is coupled with real- 
ism in the vivid description of army life 
in an unfriendly colony and of the colorful 
background of the African people, flora 
and fauna. The author is no learned 
anthropologist who elaborates on the tradi- 
tions and mores of the natives, but he 
shows a deep, human understanding for 
their different civilization, for their simple. 
and basic qualities of faith and persever- 
ance. 

Their lack of any sense of time is pre- 
sented in a striking antithesis with the 
breathless living of the western world 
which often brings people back where they 
started in their journey of fruitless’ 
anxiety. 

The narrative is fascinating hoth in the 
unfolding of the events and in the picture 
of human emotions, ranging from love to 
terror, from crime to expiation. The story 
is tense and yet humorous. 

Contemporary Italy has produced an im- 
pressive series of writers and this first 
novel of Ennio Flaiano entitles him to a 
place among the best.

Sooner or later, it seems, the 
P.G.A. should get a_ strong 
figure for bureau director in 
order to keep a balance between 
the high-strung stars and the 
main body. If Hogan’s health 
would permit, he should be a 

- good man for that job. 

“TI, for one, would like to see 
Hogan do it,” says Meadow 
Brook’s veteran pro, Frank 
Moore, who has had extensive 
experience on both the club pro 
and playing pro sides of the 
fence. 

“I don’t think you could get 
a better man for that job,” 
Moore continued. “As a matter 
of fact, I think Hogan would be 
a strong representative of the 
club professionals, in addition 
to his obvious qualification to 
represent the tournament play- 
ers.” 

The notion gains strength 
from the fact that Hogan’s 
health, since his auto accident 
last year, apparently will not 
permit an early return to con- 
tinuous tournament competition. 
Hegan himself has announced 
that he will concentrate on ex- 
hibitions rather than on tour- 
naments. : 

And anyone who has seen his 
cold, self-posgessed, iron-nerved 
approach to playing the game 
would imagine that, with simi- 
lar application, Hogan could 
keep the stars in line. At the 
same time, after struggling 
years on the circuit, he would 
not be without sympathy for 
the money players. 

The need for a compromise 
candidate is indicated in a re- 
cent Golf-World report that the 
settlement of the P.G.A. “re- 
volt” was a defeat for the stars, 
rather than the victory implied 
by other reports. 

“Upshot of the situation,” said 
Golf World, “resolved itself into 
the hard fact that the P.G.A., 
the golf equipment manufactur- 
ers, the Athletic Institute, the 
National Golf Foundation and 
other powers in the act were 
too strong a combination for 
Schneiter and a group of play- 
ers to buck.”

Acheson Praises U.S. Way of Life 


At Church Reunion in Hometown 


Institutions, He 


Our Strength Based on Moral Convictions 
Gained Early in Schools and Religious 


Says in Speech. 


MIDDL , Conn., April 18 
(AP of State Dean 
Acheson said yesterday the United 
States spurns a form of society 
in which the power of the state 
is based on “human misery and 
helplessness.” 

} This country, he said, draws its 
strength from its recognition o 
human dignity and of individ 
responsibility to the community. 
“It is this which gives us the 
conviction of the justice and the 
terrible urgency of our national 
cause,” he said. 

Acheson, spoke at a dinner com- 
memorating the 200th anniversary 
of Holy Trinity parish, where his 
father once was Episcopal rector. 
“It is our glory and our pride 
that our attitude toward our 
country springs from our indi- 
vidual experiences, from the im- 
pressions of our childhood, from 
the moral convictions which we 
picked up on these streets and 
in these schools and churches, 
and not from an imposed politi- 
cal doctrine,” he said. 

“This gives us a stréngth in our 
national purposes which is rarely 
revealed on the surface of our 
public life except in times of na- 
tional crisis. 


“There are other parts of the 
world where the centralized pow- 
er of the state is an impressive 
crust, concealing a vast pulp of 
human misery and helplessness. 
We spurn that type of impressive- 
ness. 

“We rejoice in the fact that the 
real elements of our immense 
strength are present here, where 
they are perhaps least conspicu- 
ous: at the foundations of our 
society, in, the homes and the 
shaded streets of many tens of 
thousands of quiet and decent 
and God-fearing American com- 
munities.” 

Acheson thus touched only in- 
pdirectly on the East-West split, 
and other urgent foreign policy 
issues. 


He noted at the outset that 
Middletown was his birthplace 
and the birthplace of his brother 
and his sister and there they 
spent their youth “in that quiet 
past which now seems another 
world.” :

Field Manager Here Says 
Plan Is Workable But

Joint use of airports by mili- 
and civilian planes is a 
workable method of operation, 
David Leigh, manager of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, said today.

Last year Lambert-St. Louis, a 
typical municipally-owned §air- 
port, broke even financially, 
Leigh said. Military and private

Air Station furnished fire, crash 
and other emergency protection 
which would otherwise have cost 
$100,000 a year.

‘| Here in the hills the uranium pile 


is fashioning a new weapon of 
war—against disease. The rolling 
90-square mile area, carved out 
in 1943 to process precious urani- 
um for an atomic bomb, today 
flourishes for a nobler purpose. 

You now see in this once dark 
and somber hideaway a side of 
the atom as bright and hopeful 
as the Tennessee spring. 

The young ‘scientists at Oak 
Ridge National Laboratory don’t 
talk about the pile as a bomb 


arsenal. In their homes dotting 
the steep hillsides you hear of the 
atom’s peacetime dividends—the 
life-giving radio-isotopes pouring 
out of the factories in the valleys 
behind the distant ridges. 

You are told that the promise 
isotopes hold for alleviating suf- 
fering and providing a more abun- 
dant life is only beginning to un- 
fold. 

How Isotopes are Made. 

Isotopes are made by inserting 
into the atomic pile various sta- 
ble elements—the carbon in lead 
pencils, the sodium in table salt, 
the phosphorus in a match. 

On withdrawal, they’re shooting 
out rays which can be used in 
two ways—to treat some disease 
or to serve as signals in tracing 
the course of elements through 
the body. 

As little as a billion-billionth 
of a gram can be detected in 
the blood stream with such in- 
struments as a Geiger counter. 

Before the bomb, radio-isotopes 
were scarce and expensive. A 
millicurie of carbon would cost 
$1,000,000. Today, the concrete 
cube-like pile turns it out for $40 
a millicurie. 

With this epochal tool, de- 
scribed as the biggest boon since 
the microscope, scientists are at- 
tacking cancer, heart disease, and 
high blood pressure expectantly. 

Almost No Limit. 

“What radio-isotopes will ac- 
complish is limited only by the 
imagination of the scientist,” de- 
clares Dr. Paul C. Asbersold, iso- 
tope chief here. 

Returns are arriving from the 
laboratories of the nation. The 
compilation att*his world isotope 
capital would fill a thick book. 
But here are some highlights: 

Radio-active gold is being in- 
jected directly into a cancer to de- 
liver radiation to the diseased 
tissue. 

A large number of persons with 
an over-active thyroid or even 
cancer of that gland have been 
treated by swallowing a glass of 
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dine. Results are striking. 

Radioactive phosphorus has 
been used in Leukemia apd poly- 
cythemia, a condition marked by 

uction of red blood cells. 
ts are undetermined yet. 

Radio-active iodine also is being 
used to relieve pain and distress 
in two types of heart disease, an- 
gina pectoris and congestive 
heart failure. 

~ Used in Diagnosis. 

Because radio-active substances 
can be followed in the body, 
some are being used im diagnosis. 
These include sodium in heart 
disease and iodine in brain 
tumors. 
Even more valuable than treat- 
ment, some scientists believe, will 
be the role of radio-isotopes in 
tipping aff what happens to food 
and drugs in the body. 
Knowledge here may lead to 
new treatments. 
A number of laboratories are 
using the “tagged” atoms to crack 
the mystery of photosynthesis, the 
plant kingdom’s secret process 
for making food out of sunshine, 
water and carbon dioxide, not 
only for the plant but for man- 
kind 


Solution would end the world’s 
food worries. 

Cows are being fed on pastures 
with grasses and legumes contain- 
ing isotopes. Scientists then fol- 
low the estive and lactating 
process cows. 

Tagged atoms are being used 
to detect idiocy at an early age 
so that treatment might be de- 
veloped. 

One group of scientists is using 
them to study the uncanny meth- 
od by which homing birds can 
return to their nests without ap- 
parent landmarks. It might sug- 
gest, they said, a way by which 
men lost in the wilderness might 
find their way without benefit of 
instruments. .

HE younger children of a family are likely to feel a bit 
T inadequate and to long for some attention Mm their own 

right on the playground. The older ones push them around 
a bit, their companions in distress rival them in boasting of 
the things they possess, the wealth and the power of their

The child who is outboasted is likely to do something 
about it and in his inexperience it may be something that will 
do him no good. It can even be dangerous to himself and the 
other children. It is not uncommon to find a small boy with 
his father’s revolver, or his watch, or a handsome hunting 
knife or cherished camera. Something that his father seems 
to think is very important is sure to be his choice. The child 
has no use for it beyond exhibitional purposes but his posses- 
sion of it can be dangerous and might have serious conse- 
quences.

MOST YOUNG SCHOOL children carry a collection of 
beloved but harmless objects in their pockets or school bags 
that might better be left at home. The small boy fills his 
pocket with marbles although he knows he cannot play with 
them until after school hours. He takes them along because 
he finds comfort in their touch. When school problems press 
too heavily upon his mind he finds relief in their assuring 
presence. Groping among them he sends them in a shower 
to the floor, bringing confusion into the quiet classroom and 
the teacher’s wrath upon his head. 
? Collections of picture cards, small toys, odds and ends 
that to adults have no possible value, load pockets and bags. 
Bits of candy and gum stick fast to the linings. Paper hand- 
kerchiefs that have long since been ready for the fire are 
wadded in the mass of strings, buttons, pencil stubs, whatnot.

“Just before the final curtain, 
I lay dying in a dugout with a 
shrapnel hole in my back. Every 
night for 18 months, the dugout 
would collapse, a stagehand 
would empty a bucket of dirt over 
me, and I was ‘killed,’ before I 
could die of my wounds! 

“In America, I have been pois- 
oned as Romeo—clubbed to death 
in ‘Richard II’—stabbed with a 
poisoned rapier as Hamlet—and 
decapitated in ‘Macbeth.’ In 
‘Henry IV,’ Shakespeare spared 
me ...as Falstaff, though I was 
alive at the finish, I am ‘certain 
that beneath my paunch, I suf- 
fered from an advanced case of 
sclerosis of the liver!” 

In Shaw’s plays, Evans fared 
somewhat better: “I survived in 
*‘Man and Superman’ — but suf- 
fered a fate worse than death. 
I was trapped by a woman, snared 
to contrive a romantic ending!” 

He is happiest as Dick Dudgeon 
in the current “Devil’s Disciple,” 
where the final curtain finds him 
hale and hearty and minus the 
heroine: “Dick is a rebel, a gypsy 
and an anarchist—as Dudgeon, I 
just manage to escape the gallows, 
but better yet ... every night I 
get away from the gal!” 

A very good American now, with 
a major’s gold leaf in the wartime 
United States Army to prove it, 
Evans can still remember—with 
a shudder—one of the peculiar 
perils of his native English stage:

NEW YORK. 

HAVE just read in the United 

Nations World for April an in- 

teresting article called: ‘‘The 
Battle for Man’s Right,” by Max 
Beer. 3 

He gives high praise to the 
Universal Declaration of Human 
Right and says that much has al- 
ready been accomplished by the 
force of this document. But he: 
adds that the commission is now 
at the crossroads, since it is draw- 
ing up a covenant and if ‘this 
covenant is not as strong as the 
declaration he feels itgmight bet- 
ter not be written. -. 

This is a feeling held by many 
people. The points that Mr. Beer 
particularly brings out are the 
fears that the right of petition 
will not be accorded to individu- 


als and organizations as -well as 


to states. He maintains that if 
it cannot be accorded to all peo- 
ple at once, then at least such 
international organizations as 
have consultative status should be 
given this right. 

+ * * 


IT IS QUITE TRUE that there 
are many drawbacks to any par- 


ticular way in which you begin” 


to open up the right of petition. 
I do not think anyone feels that 
the perfect way to do this has 
been found. The way suggested 
of giving it first only to states 
seems the best way to begin and 
gain some experience. But I am 
quite sure that no one thinks of 
it as the final achievement. 

The second point Mr. Beer 
makes is the fact that the present 
draft of the covenant contains 
only civil and political rights and 
many of these rights have de- 
tailed exceptions which in some 
cases seem to dwarf the rights.

She is becoming quite a 
specialist in oven meals and plans 
many of her menus accordingly. 
“Sometimes I get everything 
ready for the main course, stick 
it in the oven, set my regulator, 
of course, beforehand, and then 
I have time to set the table, make 
the salad and sometimes the 
dessert without bothering about 


“~what’s cooking.” 


Among the meats which re- 
spond well to short-time oyen 
cookery are sausage, pork chops, 
veal chops or steak, broilers and a 
Slice. of ready-to-eat or ready-to- 
cook ham which she glazes. Some 
of the meats need to be browned 
before they.go into the oven, of 
course. Potatoes are often baked 
at the same time, and sometimes. 
they are oven-fried. Certain other 
vegetables can be baked casserole 
fashion. Among these are carrots, 
summer squash, onions and to- 
matoes.

: We dined together recently at 
the Yale Club in New York City. 
“Dr. Crane,” she began, “I hear 
you are interested in converting 
some American college into Chris- 
tian University, which will then 
offer students a more practical 
curriculum at lower tuition rates. 
“Well, I can certainly give you 
an example of the present lack of 
business efficiency in the conduct 

of a university. 

“For example, one of our largest Eastern universities re- 
cently employed a professor of psychology at $10,000 per year. 
Yet he teaches only five students! Two of these are in one 
class and three in another.”

MANY DISTINGUISHED business men are constantly be- 
ing urged to become trustees of our colleges and universities. 
But they dont’ get much chance to improve the internal busi- 
ness methods of the colleges, which are woefully inefficient 
and costly. 

Either they are intimidated ts the Ph.D. degrees and 
other college traditions, or else they are tactfully steered into 
raising more millions for new buildings and endowment. 

Imagine paying a professor $10,000 for teaching only five 
students! No American business firm would tolerate such 
waste. 


* * * 

COLLEGES NOW CHARGE their students as high as $500 
yearly for tuition. And they not only are tax exempt, but 
their buildings have been donated to them by generous busi- 
“ness men or the taxpayers. But still they can’t break even! 
So they “panhandle” each year for additional funds to cover 
their deficits. 

_ Thus, they coax big bus:sess to contribute more and then 
beg from their alumni or state legislatures, even while some 
of their very faculty are teaching Communism and the de- 
struction of American business! 

So we need a housecleaning in our colleges. First, let’s 
change the curriculum to include practical courses, and less 
required foreign languages, as well as mathematics. Second, 
we must see that every professor handles at least 100 or more 
students per week. For every good teacher must attract 
enough extra students to cover his own salary, plus the school 
overhead.

Flame-Haired Liuba Welitch Is 
Peasant's Daughter Who Rose to 
Prima Donna--Sings Here This Week

- NEW YORK, April 18. 
LAME-HAIRED Ljuba Welitch, 
the’ Bulgarian soprano whose 
every performance at the 

Metropolitan Opera this past sea- 
son sold out the house, is, in her 
mid-thirties, sitting on the top of 
the operatic heap. 

In only a few short years she 
has risen from a peasant girl to 
prima donna of New _ /York’s 
Metropolitan, London’s Covent 
Garden, Vienna’s State Opera and 
Naples’ San Carlo Opera. Critics 
have called her “fabulous” and 
“terrific” and “magnificent.” It is 
a matter of record and Metro- 
politan history that on the night 
of her American debut her 
demonic “Salome” left the audi- 
ence cheering and whistling for 
nearly a half-hour after the final 
curtain fell. 

Mile. Welitch, who will appear 
in St. Louis with the Metropoli- 
tan Opera during its visit there 
this week, says of her reception 
in America: “Americans have 
much heart. They make me want 
to give the best | have.” In St. 
Louis, she will sing the title 
role in the opera “Tosca” at Kiel 
Auditorium Friday night. 

Ljuba Welitch—you pronounce 
it Loo-ba Vay-litch—is proud of 
the fact that she stems from 
peasant stock. Her name, she 
tells you, means “great love” in 
her native tongue. She talks of 
her childhood and of how she 
and her two sisters helped their 
father in the fields of their farm 
near the Black Sea. 

“I am a Slav from the Black 
Sea and we are people who know 
how to live with joy, but we also 
know how to work,” she says. 

It was an older sister who 
started the - d-haired Ljuba on 
the musical road that led from 
a rude country school in Bulgaria 
to the great opera houses of the 
world. This sister, who by turns 
ruled and spoiled t:-.e little Ljuba, 
bought Ljuba a violin when she 
was eight and made her practice 


long hours each day. Locked in 
a room, Ljuba often wept at her 
practice but at 15 she had become 
a gifted violinist and was making 
her first money at public per- 
formances. Today she _ realizes 
that it was that.early study that 
gave her a sound basic musical 
ed: n. 

At t <3): left her 
home town of Varna to go off to 
high school at Schumen, where a 
music teacher started giving her 
some vocal exercises. A year later 
she began to study voice seriously 
and at the state university in 
Sofia, her earnings as a violinist 
and singer helped pay for her 
college education. 

At the age of 18, she entered 
the State Academy in Vienna, 
whizzed through the five-year mu- 
sic course in three years and in 
1936 made her real debut as 
Nedda in “Pagliacci” at the his- 
toric old opera house at Graz in 
Ausivia. Before long she became 
the prima conna at Graz and in 
1943 was engaged by the State 
Opera in Vienna, where she sang 
her first “Salome” when it was 
put on in honor of Richard 
Strauss’s birthday. For two years 
she was one of the top prima 
donnas of the Vienna Opera. In 
1947 when the Vienna State 
Opera gave a season at Covent 
Garden in London, she joined the 
London « ‘y to become cele- 
brated, not as Salpme, but as 
Donna Anna vt age Giovanni.”

HEN unknown in the United 
States, the name of Mlle. 
Welitch began to be men- 
tioned here after the war by 
music pilgrims to Vienna. Then 
after her triumphs in London she 
met Edward Johnson, then gen- 
eral manager of the Metropolitan, 
who was in England on a visit. 
Johnson immediately offered her 
a contract. 
By mutual agreement between 
Johnson and Mlle. Welitch’s man- 
ager there was no fanfare to greet

Moreover — har- 
umph!—we should give considera- 
tion to the fact that aphesis is a 
form of aphaeresis.” 

Boiled down to plain United 
States, his pedantic gabble simply 
means that we should not lop off 
the first syllable of “almost.” For 
instance: 

Wrong: “Most everybody was 
there.” Right: Almost everybody 
was there. 

Wrong: “I am most nearly 
through reading the book.” Right: 
I have almost finished reading 
the book. 

Wrong: 
gone.” Right: 
money is gone. 

How to use “most” correctly: 

Most men are honest. Ten dol- 
lars is the most I have ever paid 
for a hat. She is prettier than 
most girls of her age. Of the 
three boys, he is the most honest. 
Most of the money has been 
spent. 

Q. Will you please show the 
proper plural and _ possessive 
forms of the “in-law” words? 

A. These forms are correct: 

Singular: She is my sister-in- 
law. Plural: They are my sis- 
ters-in-law. 

Possessive singular: This is my 
sister-in-law’s child. Possessive 
plural: These are my sisters-in- 
law’s children. 

The same rule, of course, ap- 
plies to all other “in-law” words.

Playing Canasta to Win

HE books on Canasta are 
T suite definite about it: In 

three-hand Canasta, or in six- 
hand Canasta, dont freeze the 
pack. It’s good advice, but there 
is no statement in any book on 
any game that doesn’t have its 
exceptions. 

Perhaps you don’t play three- 
hand, or six-hand, Canasta, but 
even so the hand that follows, 
taken from a three-hand Canasta 
game, may give you a useful tip. 


With this hand, you are playing 
in a three-hand Canasta game. 
You have made your initial meld 
with three aces, and both of your 
opponents have meided. You draw 
another deuce. 

There is no greater pain for the 
Canasta player than going along 
for draw after draw without ever 
getting a wild card. Therefore it 
seems strange that one could have 
too many wild cards. But it does 
happen, and the hand shown is a 
case in point. You can spare a 
wild card much better than you 
can spare an eight or a seven. 


If you threw an eight, for ex- 
ample, and drew another eight on 
your next turn, you would kick 
yourself. With the eight you threw 
away, you would have a canasta of 
eights and a meld of sevens and 
could go out. The same would 
apply if you threw a seven and 
then happened to draw one. And 
how can you choose between a 
seven and an eight to discard? 

The solution is to discard neith- 
er. Throw one of your wild cards. 
You don’t need it. True, you will 
freeze the pack, but of the three 
players in the game, you are prob- 
ably in the worst position to take 
an unfrozen pack anyway. Un- 
less an ace, a seven or an eight is 
discarded ahead of you, you can’t 
take it anyway. It probably won’t 
hurt you to have the pack frozen. 
Maybe it will hurt someone else. 
That’s your purpose, when you're 
playing cutthroat.

From that night of her debut 
in “Salome” just about a year 
ago, Ljuba Welitch has had noth- 
ing but praise from the music 
critics.

Of her Salome, 
Olin Downes said in the New 
York Times: “Miss Welitch is the 
only singer that the present gen- 
eration of opera has heard on this 
side of the water who is equipped 
to give full value to this role.

West opened the heart king de- 
spite South's cue bid, because he 
could not see a more construc- 
tive opening. (Observe that a 
diamond lead would have been 
very pleasing to the enemy!) 
South ruffed the first trick and 
led a low club to the king. When 
it became known that East had all 
four of the missing trumps, South 
could not afford to go ahead and 
draw trumps—he had other busi- 
ness that was more pressing. He 
cashed the spade ace and led to 
the king, then played a third 
rcund of the suit. 

West, in with the spade queen, 
was naturally a little reluctant 
to lead. another heart, giving 
South a ruff and discard, but 
when he thought the matter over, 
he was far more reluctant to 
“break” the diamond suit for de- 
clarer! The high cards which 
were now accounted for made it 
very clear that South must have 
at least the diamond ace, and 
there was a grave danger that he 
also had the diamond jack. Thus, 
a diamond lead by West would 
resolve any difficulties South 
might have in that suit. So, con- 
vinced that South had started 
with four diamonds and that a 
discard of a diamond from either 
hand would do him no good, West 
led another heart! 

South discarded a diamond 
from dummy while he _ ruffed, 
then drew trumps, but when he 
“counted up the hand” he knew 
that West had started with at 
least three diamonds, and East 
with only two. So, having to guess 
the finesse, South played the 
queen with a greater length, in 
West’s hand—and lost the slam.
